Depletion of German Ranks 
in the West is Untrue 


London.—The official military ob- 
server at the British headquarters in 
the field says, in a report given out 
here March 11, that there Is no truth 
in statements that the German ranks 
in the West have been depleted gen- 
erally and to a marked extent, 

“The plain truth is that, although 
the enemy’s effectives in the West are 
much reduced and ours increased, he 
still is holding an enormous extent 
of front, as well as carrying out op- 
erations on a huge scale in the East.” 
The report says: 

“No signs of weakening are yet 
visible in the morale of the German 
troops as a whole. There is as yet 
no reason why an intensely brave, 
determined and well organized army 
like that of the Germans should feel 
discouraged. 

“By reason of news given to the 
German troops,” the report continues, 
“their enemy appears to them to be 
exhausted and engaged in a last des- 
perate effort to delay the inevitable 
decision. 

“No doubt economic and _ other 
factors have had a great effect on the 
civilian population of Germany, and 
there is a marked difference between 
the expectations with which they en- 
tered upon the war and those they 
now cherish, but it is impossible to 
say that either they or the army have 
yet definitely lost confidence in their 
ultimate success. This confidence will 
only be overthrown and the morale 
of the troops will only be shaken 
by the consciousness of crushing de- 
feat in the field; but this end can 
only be attained by ever-increasing 
pressure of vast numbers of men and 
guns throughout the coming months.”

UNDISMAYED FRONT) WEST FLANDERS 


British Observer Says Report of |King Signs Order Proposed to 


Stop All Trade to and 
From Germany 


London.—Great Britain’s plan to 
give effect to the naval reprisal meas- 
ures against Germany,.as embodied 
in an order in council was signed 
March 11 by King George. 

The king signed the order during 
a session of the privy council at 
Buckingham Palace. Details of the 
plan have not yet been made public, 
but the order will be gazetted shortly. 

Premier Asquith announced in the 
House of Commons on March 1 that 
Great Britain and France, in retalia- 
tion for Germany’s submarine war- 
fare against British shipping, pur- 
posed to stop all trade to and from 
Germany. 


forces in France

March 10, capturing all the interven- 
ing positions of the enemy, according 
to an official announcement given out 
in London today.

The text of the announcement fol- 
lows: 

“The fourth and Indian corps ad- 
vanced on a front of 4,000 yards for 
roughly threequarters of a mile and 
captured all the intervening hostile 
positions and trenches.

The British government’s olen in 
co-operation with its allies, of cutting 
off trade to and from Germany, con- 
tains drastic provisions, not only for 
holding up ships to and from German 
ports, but for confiscation of goods of 
German origin or destination which are 
shipped from neutral ports, 

Under this decree the 70,000,000 
civilian population of Germany, as well 
as the army, will be cut off from any 
form of oversea traffic, so far as it 
lies within the power of the allies to 
bring this about. 

The order apparently effects the com- 
plete exclusion from American com- 
merce of all goods of German origin. © 

American industries, such as textile 
mills, which are dependent upon Ger- 
man made dyestuffs, will be seriously 
affected if some relaxation of the order 
cannot be secured by diplomatic corre- 
spondence, 

Under the eighth paragraph of the 
order the way is left open for the con- 
tinuation of American trade with the 
neutral countries of Europe.

Multimillionaire’s Wife Taken 
From Him After Long Period 
of IIIness While He Is Away 


New York—Mrs. John D. Rocke- 
feller died Friday morning, March 
12, at the Rockefeller country home 
at Pocantico Hills. just outside of 
Tarrytown. 

While Mrs. Rockefeller had been 
an invalid for many months, it is 
understood her death came unex- 
pectedly. 

Laura Celestia Spelman Rocke- 
feller was born in Wadsworth, Ohio, 
of well-to-do New England parents 
on September 9, 1839. In the gram- 
mar school at Cleveland she met 
John Rockefeller when they were 
fifteen years old. Rockefeller was 
a country boy. She was the daugh- 
ter of one of Cleveland’s leading 
citizens. His home was a little 
farmhouse; hers, one of Cleveland’s 
handsomest residences. His asso- 
ciates, outside of school, were most- 
ly farmhands and country boys; 
hers were talented folk of affairs 
drawn to her father’s handsome 
home, for her father then was a 
member of the Ohio Legislature, a 
public-spirited citizen interested in 
philanthropies and a man of many 
activities. Notwithstanding other 
differences, the awkward youth and 
the city girl became fast friends. 

Laura Spelman’s schoolmates 
knew her as a quiet, studious girl, 
church-goer and as a girl who was 
always well dressed in good taste, 
avoiding extremes and seeking sim- 
plicity. 

There seems to have been little 
sentimentality in the friendship be- 
tween Miss Spelman and young 
Rockefeller, but for ten years each 
was the other’s best friend. Soon 
after he had established himself in 
his first place—as bookkeeper at 
$500 a year—she left Cleveland to 
complete her education at Worces- 
ter, Mass. She returned when she 
was iweuly years oid and taught in 
Cleveland’s public schools. 

Young Rockefeller prospered be- 
yond his fairest hopes. As soon as 
he felt that he could ask her to be- 
come his wife he did so. They were 
married on September 8, 1864, the 
eve of her twenty-fifth birthday, and 
started tu keep house in a littie two- 
story brick, residence on one of 
Cievelaud’s side streets. Upon her 
marriage she became a Baptist, and 
to her religion and her home she 
devoted her entire time. 

When Mr. Rockefeller’s wealth 
was mentioned in seven figures they 
left their first home for a residence 
remarkable only for its unpreten- 
tiousness on Euclid avenue, Cleve- 
land’s “mile of millions.’’ Here 
Mrs. Rockefeller reared her four 
children; a fifth died in infancy. 

The training given the Rockefel- 
ler children by their mother is de- 
clared to have been almost Spartan. 

The funeral of Mrs. Rockefeller 
was held at the Pocantico Hillis 
mansion March 14 at 3:30 p. m. 
The service was a simple one, at- 
tended by only immediate relatives 
and a few intimate friends of the 
family. 

Rev. Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin of 
the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church 
conducted the services, the musical 
part of which was supplied by the 
quartet and organist from the 
church in New York. 


BRITISH ANNOUNCE 
SINKING OF DRESDEN 


Athens Wild as Fifty Families

London.—The British admiralty an- 
nounced March 15 that the German 
cruiser Dresden had been sunk,

German Undersea Terror U-29 
Torpedoes Three Steamers 
Off Scilly Islands 


Penzance.—The British steamers 
Indian City, Headlands and Andalu- 
siah were torpedoed off the Scilly 
islands Friday morning, March 12, 
by the German submarine U-29. The 
Indian City was sunk, but no lives 
were lost. 

In describing his experiences, Cap- 
tain Williams of the Indian City, 
who has arrived here, said: 

“At 7:30 o'clock Friday morning, 
when nine miles south of St. Mary’s 
island, I sighted what I thought was 
the periscope of a submarine, 300 
yards away. The submarine dived 
and came up astern. 

“I kept the steamer going, but the 
submarine caught up with it, and 
through the megaphone the com- 
mander told me to put my flag up. 
I hoisted the German ensign. The 
commander then told us to get into 
the boats, which we did. He then 
blew up the steamer.” 

The Indian City was a new vessel 
and was on her maiden voyage. 

Of the seven steamers mentioned 
in the Admiralty statement, two, the 
Andenwen and the Hartdale, are not 
mentioned in marine records. Con- 
cerning the other five, these facts 
are given: 

The Indian City was a new steam- 
er of 2921 tons. She was on her 


way from Galveston, Tex., for Havre 
with her first cargo, which consisted 
of 14,026 bales. of cotton. She 


sailed from Galveston on KFebruary 
18th and touched at Newport News. 
The Invergyle had a tonnage of 
1141 and was 276 feet long. She 
was built at Grangemouth, England, 
in 1907 and was owned by the In- 
vergyle Steamship Company of Glas- 
gow. 

The Andalusian was owned by the 
Ellerman Lines of Liverpool. She 
was built at Middlesbrough, Eng- 
land, in 1911. She had a tonnage of 
1452 and was 298 feet long. 

The Florazan was built at Sunder- 
land, England, in 1913 and was 
owned by the Liverpool Shipping 
Company of Liverpool. She was 385 
feet long and had a tonnage of 2986. 
The Floranza was last reported as 
arriving at Havre on January 27th. 

The Headlands was a steamer of 
1933 tons and was 314 feet long. 
She was built at West Hartlepool, 


England, in 1902 and was owned by 
the Sefton Steamship Company of 
Liverpool. The latest report con- 
cerning her movements said that she 
arrived at Port Talbot, England, on 
February 2d from Marseilles.

New econene for the Destruction 
of Airships. / 


Inflammable Bullet, Designed by an 
Englishman, Seems Capable of Do- 
ing the Work for Which It 
Is Intended. 


Charles Dawson of Uckfield, Eng- 
land, the discoverer of the prehistoric 
skull at Piltdown some time ago, has 
since the war started, turned his at- 
tention to another subject, the Bos 
ton Evening Transcript states. He has 
invented a little article which he calls 
an airship destroyer, the object of the 
invention being the destruction of air- 
ships, balloons, and similar flight ma- 
chines, which are mainly supported 
by inflammable gases. The airship de- 
stroyer is a very simple affair. It con- 
sists of an ordinary rifle, gun or pis- 
tol bullet, which is bolted at the apex 
to form a cavity of suitable size, and 
filled with yellow phosphorus. In the 
case of a regulation pattern of the 
army rifle, the conical bullet is bored 
or cast with a round hole at the apex 
to the depth of two centimeters (.77 
of an inch) with a diameter of two 
and one-half millimeters (.09 inch). 
The cavity is filled with yellow phos- 
phorus, and a small portion is allowed 
to project beyond the apex of the bul- 
let. When the rifle is fired the phos- 
phorus is heated by the discharge, 
and either commences to burn at once 
or is predisposed to flare on coming 
into the slightest contact with an 
other body. For instance, as soon as 
the bullet hits the envelope or gas 
bag of an airship or balloon, it would 
burst into flame, if it has not already 
done so, and the gas would be ignited 
and the airship exploded. The phos- 
phorus will continue through the air, 
being stimulated by the oxygen in the 
atmosphere. 

The inventor explains that the car- 
tridges, which must be kept in water, 
when charged with phosphorus, can be 
adapted to any projectile now use. 
“It has several advantages,” says Mr 
Dawson. “In the first place, it is much 
easier to fire at an airship with a rifle 
than to have to us® a big gun, which 
would require to be got within range 
of the object to be destroyed. It would 
also mean that any destruction would 
be confined to the airship, whereas 
where sheils are fired from big guns 
considerable damage may also bs done 
to buildings by pieces of shell. Of 
course it would not be safe to use 
these cartridges in the ordinary course 
of things, because if one should alight 
on anything inflammable, such as a 
haystack, there would be fire. They 
are intended solely for the destruction 
of airships.” The bullet is really a 
“flaming buHet.” —It is net an-explo- 
sive bullet. Phosphorus does not ex- 
plode, it only burns or flames in oxy- 
gen, or air, which is mostly oxygen.

Fearful Wound. 


Range at Which Projectile Is Fired 
and Age of the Man Hit Are Factors 
in Amount of Damage 
Done. 


American army surgeous are con- 
vinced that under normal conditions 
all modern bullets are more humane 
than those formerly used, in spite of 
the fact that they travel at higher 
speed and have a far wider range. 
They are so sharp pointed that when 
they strike the soft tissues alone they 
make clean-cut, narrow wounds which 
heal very quickly. 

When, however, they take a side- 
wise twist, or develop irregular, jagged 
edges through previously striking or 
glancing off some hard object, they 


‘have an explosive effect which pro- 


duces just such terrible wounds as the 
“dumdum.” These effects are most 
liable to occur in vital organs inclosed 
in resisting bony walls, like the brain 
or heart, and are nearly always fatal.

sidewise, thus transferring its energy 
over a greater. area than- if “t had 
struck point on. 

Owing to the change in the position 
of bullets fired at long ranges, the ef- 
fect produced in the bony tisSueés fs at 
first in the short ranges very severe 
from the high velocity, but in the 
midranges the effects are less se- 


| vere because of loss in velocity, and 


at long ranges the effects became se- 
vere again because of the impact be- 
ing made with the side of the bul- 
let.

Parasite Destroys San Jose Scale. 

A parasite which destroys the dread- 
ed San Jose scale has been discovered, 
and is now being used in Pennsyl- 
vania, where it has been highly suc- 
cessful in combating the ravages of 
the pest which has done such damage 
to American fruit and nut trees. The 
parasite is the Chalcid fly, which 
comes from the same part of China 
from which the San Jose scale first 
came. There the Chalcid fly has ef- 
fectually checked tho scale. 


Patterns by Kaleidoscope. 

Doctor Pulfrich, ono of the experts 
of the Carl Zeiss Optical «ompany in 
Germany, has constructed a kaleido- 
scope on scientific principles and of 
mathematical accuracy. Its use is for 
making kaleidoscopic patterns for tex- 
tiles, Hnoleums, decorations, etc., some 
of those it has produced being of ex- 
traordinary beauty. Ife calls it the 
photokaleidograph, because it is part 
of a camera that photog-aphs the pat- 
terns it forms. 

Horse Chestnut Tree in ‘Bottle. 

Horse chestnuts can be grown in a 
bottle of water. Use a botile with a 
neck wide enough to hold the chest- 
nut, adding water to just touch the nut 
and stand it in a window. Roots will 
form, followed by a stem and ‘eaves. 
If the water is constantly supplied the 
tree can grow for years in the bottle.

Teaching Under Difficulties. 

Whatever teaching was done during 
the Civil war was carried on under 
difficulties, in so far as ordinary 
school supplies were concerned; at 
least we judge so from the following 
extract from an article on “War- 
Time Expedients” in a North Carolina 
paper: 

“For pens we used goose-quills, un- 
less one was fortunate enough to pos- 
sess a gold one. Ink was homemade, 
also; generally the juice of some as- 
tringent berry, like poke or elder- 
berry, with the addition of copperas. 
For pencils we sometimes used the 
sharpened end of a bure of lead. 
Schoolboys made slate pencils by cut- 
ting a broken slate into narrow strips 
and whittling them round with a pock- 
et knife. A small bone of a chicken 
was burned in the fire until almost 
calcined, and so used as a slate pen- 
cil, but was rather too soft. To break 
a@ good school slate by accident was 
quite a misfortune in those days, The 
school books were those used by the 
former generation of children, and 
sometimes there would be hardly two 
alike in a class.”

WWiteracy In Foreign Countries. 

The bureau of census of the de 
Partment of commerce has just pub- 
lished a table giving the percentages 
of illiteracy in most of the principal 
countries of the world, the figures hav- 
ing been broughy as nearly up to 
date as the available sources of in- 
formation permit. 

Illiteracy statictics of different coun- 
tries are not always strictly compa- 
rable, because the basis is not always 
the same. Quite generally, however, 
the percentage of illiteracy here given 
is based upon the total population over 
ten years of age, which is the basis in 
the United States, but sometimes it 
is necessary to accept some other age 
limit, and in several countries the 
only available figures refer to illiter- 
acy among army recruits or to that 
shown by the marriage records.
